Johnny O’Toole and Paddy Emmett, two 
young hoodlume, got into an altercation on 
South Seventeenth street just north of the in- 
tersection of Clark avenue, at 5:30 o’elock 
lastevening. Bicws were exchanged, there 
was a brief struggle and thenthe latter stag- 
gered back a few paces and 
fell heayjly to the ground with a knife in his 
left breast. O’Toole took to his heels,but was 
quickly everhauled and captured by a by- 
stander, whoturned him over to a police- 
man. Anambulance was telegraphed for, 
one of the city . physicians 
came, and Emmett was driven 
rapidly-t o the City Hospital, where he breath- 
ed his jast while being transferred to a ward. 
Another murder had been committed and the 
murderer was in custody. 

How the Tragedy Happened. 

‘“*Dead for a drink”? would be a fit epitaph 
for the tomb of Paddy Emmett, the murdered 
boy, for the altercation which led to the tragedy 
grew out of O’Toole’s refusal to treat to the 
beer. Youthful depravity was never better 
illustrated than in this instance, as deceased 
was Only seventeen years of age and his as- 
sailant three years younger. Both were street 
gemins weil known to the police. It all came 
about as follows: 

Deceased who resided at No. 1509 Clark av- 
enue,went down tothe Union Depot yard ves- 
terday afternoon and mansged to gather upa 
bag or potatoes,which he set about endeavor- 
ing to dispose of to the workmen in the vicin- 
itv of Seventeenth street and Clark avenue. He 
saw young ©’ Toole standing in the door of an 
adjacent snuloon, and, accosting him, offered 
a commission of ten cents if be would find a 
purehaser for the potatoes. Poole accepted 
the proposition, and succeeded in finding a 
wagon-maker hard by who made the pur- 
chase. The two bo.s went out of the shop 
tovether, and  ceccased demanded 
bis companion treat to the 
with his commission money. 
refused and was struck in the face by | 
ed.

Two Offenses that Originated With the 
Old English Law,

Ard How They Came Into Notice Recent- 
ly in St Louis. 


Owing to the recent proceedings before a 
notary in fbe suitof wapt. Silas Bent, Re- 
ceiver of the St. Louis Mutual Life Insurance 
(cmpany, the eattention of the 
publie bas been cailed to the 
subjects of barratry and champerty. The 
xitorneys of Mr. Priest on last Mondayjmorn- 
ing commenced to take depositions on behalf 
of the defense, and the first witness called 
was Capt. Bent, and about the first request 
they mace of him was to produce the written 
contract between himself and his attorneys, 
Messrs. T. T. Gantt andJohn M. Glover. This 
Cupt. Bent refused to doby advice of his 
counsel. He still refuses, and has been 

COMMITTED TO JAIL 
constructively, for contempt. The question 
is now before the Cireuit Court awaiting a 
decision. It is insinuated that the contract 
spoken of is champertous, which, however, is 
strenuously denied. This isa serious charge 
to be made against attorneys in stand- 
ing, and is an indictable offiense the 
common law. 

The following is the 

DEFINITION GIVEN OF CHAMPERTY 
by an old Engtish law dictionary: 

“Champarty, or champerty (from the 
French champ,a field,and parti, divided,or the 
Latin campos und puartiti, because the parties 
in champerty agree to divide the thing in 
question) signifies a bargain with the plaintiff 
er defendant, in any suit, to have part of the 
land, debt or other thing sued for, if the 
party that undertakes it prevails therein. 

In speaking of champerty,the Lostitutes of 
American Law, by Bouvier, savs, ** When the 
ussignment of agchose in netion is tructured 
With fraud, as w ere it is accompanied by 
champerty and maintenance, courts of 
equity will not lend their aid for its recovery. 
by champerty is meant’a barzain with a 
plaintiff or a defendant, campium partire. to 
*clivide the land or other thing sued for be- 
tween them if they remain at Bis, the eam- 
pertor agreeing to carry on the suit at his 
ownexpense. It differs from maintenance in 
this, thutin the latter the person

There is no statute in this State providing 
for the 

PUNISHMENT OF CHAMPERTY, 
and no doubt the offense is indulged iu exten- 
sively. There is. however, difference be- 
tween champerty and the taking of a contin- 
vent fee. The taking of a contingent fee by 
lawyers is Guite common, and is certainly 
not wrong. If it were not allowed, 
the ends of justice would often be defeated, 
for many yor pe@ple have not the money to 
pay a lawyer a fee in advance, or even atthe 
end of the suit, unless they should be successe 
lui. When the. English laws were construct- 
ed onthis subjeet the poor were much op- 
pressed, and one of the methods of oppres- 
sion Was to make it next to impos- 
“ible fora poor mantosue. In this country 
there is a greater equalization of rights and 
While champerty is wrong, it is not cdnsid- 
ered so great a Wrong here as it was in Eug- 
land 200 vears ago.

A Grand Procession and a Speech 
at the Opera-House. 


Reception at Wilmington—Contrasts at 
Home and Abroad. 


[From the New York Herald.] 

WILMINGTON, DEL., November 11.—All 
day long the preparations for welcoming Sen- 
ator Thomas F. Bayard back to his old home 
have been in progress. The houses and streets 
were trimmed with fligs, and after dark the 
Windows on all the main thoroughfares were 
aglow with lights. Swaying lines of Chinese 
lanterns crossed the roads, and the avenue 
leading to the Senator's stately residence on 
the hill, about one mile west of the city, 
was trimmed with banners, trans- 
parencies and evergreens. The _ at- 
tractive feature about the reception is its 
sirictiv non-partisan character. The various 
Democratic organizations of the city and 
neighborhood participated in the parade ina 
strictly social character. In the procession 
there was not a manifestation of partisauship 
permitted, although the crowd on the side- 
wilks did not respect the wishes of the Sena- 
tor and his fellow citizens. It is to the credit 
of the leaders of the Democracy in this city 
that they have not shown the slightest inelina- 
tion to make political capital out of the re- 
ception. 

A GRAND PROCESSION, 

From the front of Senator Bayard’s house, 
overlooking as it does the entire city, could 
be seen the flickering lights borne aloft by the 
assembling hosts. ‘**As came the woods of 
Dunsinane,’*’ so approached the waving 
torchcs. Here the simile ends. for here was 
homege, not vengeance. Everything being in

AN ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 

After the great audience had been called to 
order by the chairman, Dr. L. P. Bush. the 
addres#@f welcome was delivered. Dr. Bush 
said: 

In the absence of Mavor Allmond, of our 
city, Who is disabled from attendance here by 
sickness, | have the honor this evening to 
welcome you, sir, after vour absence from 
our sbores, to our beloved country, to our 
State, andtoourcity. We have come tegeth- 
er here as your fellow-citizens, without any 
other distinction Whatsoever, to .show our 
respect for vou, not less for vour private vir- 
tuesthan for vour public services, and it is 
proper that we should say to vou that we are 
glad to have from our State 
a representative in the National 
Senate who so ably and honorably 
tains the reputation of that body, which of all 
others should hold forth to the world the 
character of our great Repubtie. If that high 
court of legislation is right the people will 
stand by it: if wrong, 'the people must rectify 
it or we are undone. For the lack of the prin- 
ciples of righteousness and true patriotism 
which only can sustain a government, great 
nations have declined and fallen into ruin: 
and we feel that virtue, which stands first 
upon the escutcheon of our country, is essen- 
tial to our prosperity: and it is no small satis- 
faction to us that vou, sir, have inseribed 
your name beneath that motto, and have 
shown in your place in the Senate that you 
were resolved to defend the right as you re- 
garded it, even when the angry waves of op- 
posing forces threatened to overwhelm you. 
For this stern adherence to principle we are 
here to express our thanks and our sympathy 
with you, and our trust that the God of our 
fathers wili give to vou and all our legislators 
true Wisdom regarding the best interests of 
this great people. Who seem to ustobe set 
fora noble purpose before the world, and 
whiose dewnfall would be the direst national 
calamity the world has ever witnessed. 

SENATOR BAYARD’S REPLY. 

Senator Thomas F. Bayard was then intro- 
duced, and, after the uproarious applause 
bad ceased, said: 

Mk. CHAIRMAN, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 
FELLOW CITIZENS, FRIENDS ALL— My chief 
desire and my main effort at this moment is 
to let you simply and clearly understand the 
quiet, deep aid sincere happiness with which 
this welcome, so spontaneous and expressive, 
tills my breast. Strong language is not need- 
ed, nor is it often used, where reallv strong 
feeling seeks for utterance. Norshall Iseek 
the aid of rhetoric or extravagance of phrase 
toconvey to your hearts the simple messave 
which beats in mine for deliverance. Thi- 
is the town where was born, ay 
was my father before me, and inthis YoA is 
many a face well-known to me from my child- 
hood. In full view of those who now sur- 
round me my life has been lived and mv in- 
comings and outgoings all known. When, 
therefore, the judgmentof such a court comes 
to be passed after a full half a century of trial 
and experience in dab life and in public 
service and it is rendered in sentences so full 
of generous approbation, affection and re- 
spect as vour worthy and venerable chair- 
man has addressed to me, what must be my 
emotions and how fullto overflowing must I 
feel my cup of blessings and of honor. For 
this occasion is not ealled for by 
oficial proclamation; it is not an out 
burst of the friendly but fierce zeal of politi- 

cal enthusiasm. It is not commanded by 
authority nor suggested by any design of com- 
mercial or pecuniary advantage; it is mere ‘ly 
the natural flow of kind feeling between = hu- 
man hearts, checked and pent up in its daily 
action for a little time by our separation, only 
to gather new and stronger headway when 
that separation was ended and our hands could 
again clasp each other. Asa rule, real feeling 
fears to show itself lest its genuineness should 
be questioned,but there are times and moments 
when it 1s well to throw offthe veilof reserve 
and give free reign to the impu!se of friendly 
feeling. 

HAPPINESS AT HOME, MISERY ABROAD, 

I fell, and surely you who hear me all feel, 
that we are here in an atmosphere of loving 
kindness, longing only for peace on earth and 
good will to man,and no cloud of doubt or 
taint of distrust or suspicion intervenes. Ah, 
what an armor is friendship! What shield or 
buckier so protective? What are the stupend- 
ous iron@ads of Great Britian, the marvelous 
artillery of Prussia, and the vast mili tary es- 
nts that t prop up »pean thre 
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industry and labor, and devouring the sub- 
stance of the people—wkat are these compared 
with ‘he cheap defense, the nnbought security 
which a republican citizen feels when he is 
surrounded by the atmosphere of law, the 
breath of a self-respectsng, self-governing 
community of free men’ For the triumphs 
of violence are temporary and leave the true 
work of government to be afterward perform- 
ed. and with greater difficulty. This summer 
I have been looking acrossthe Atlantic, think- 
ing of the country I could not see; con- 
trasting what I did see of the 
daily lives f men and 
women in other lands with that of my own, and 
when so often I heard ‘*‘Labor with a groan 
and not avoice,’’ and realized the abuses 
and injustice of class privilege, whereby the 
insidious bar of humble birth was kept and 
fastened on men fromthe cradle to the grave, 
I turned, as if for purer air, to the American 
States, where the noble equities of humanity 
are acknowledged and respected, and where 
the one great and essential equality, the equal- 
itv of opportunity, is secured to all. Andex- 
perience and reflection, with increased oppor- 
iunities for comparison with other countries 
and systems of government, bring me only to 
a higher appre cl iation of the generosity, jus- 
tice and moral grandeur of the prinviples upon 
which our own was founded. 

PUBLIC PRINCIPLES ENGRAFTED ON PRIVATE 

HONOR, 

But my sense of admiration for-our system 
of government was accompanied by an ap- 
prehensive realization of the conditions under 
Which only it can be practically and perma- 
nently maintained. And the conviction grows 
stronger and clearer daily that such a govern- 
mentcan only be maintained by the exercise 
and employment ofthe higher and better qual- 
ities of human nature. It is a government of 
laws emanating from popular will. but that 
will must be for honest and worthy ends, ac- 
complished by bonorable means. It-is con- 
trolled by public opinion, but that opinion 
must ‘be the intelligent result of 
knowledge carefully acquired, and 
deliberation, and not the unstable froth 
oftumult and gusty ‘passion; and to make 
public principles secure they must bee.agraft- 
ed on private honor. The wishes of an intel- 
ligent and upright constituency must be re- 
flected by intelligent and up- 
right representatives. faith- 
ful representative should rather displease his 
constituents than consent to that whichin- 
juresthem. Itis his duty tully and freely 
to account to them, but not to conceal his true 
opinions for fear of their displeasure, for his 
enlightened conscience cannot be disregarded 
Without injurv to them and his entire loss of 
usefulness. ‘To maintain this government of 
ours such are some of the cotiditions, and itis 
upon the self-protecting clements of society 
that we must rely. 

THE VOICE OF 

As Burke, the great 
philosopher, finally said, 
friendsbip, and to mislead is 
‘Lhe line of my public service to which our 
friend, Dr. Bush . has so kindly alluded, has 
been in assisting to carry on the National Gov- 
ernment of the grand union of States, among 
whom so contentedly and securely our little 
commonwealth is anchored fast. Whenever I 
have spoken or voted inthe Senate for new 
and stronger ties of union between the sec- 
tions or the Siates have I not echoed the voice 
of Delaware’ When schemes of financial un- 
wisdom, or something worse, threatened to 
weaken the credit or tarnish the 
plighted faith of our country, and 
my vote and voice were heard i 
unviciding opposition, did lt not then ec! 
veice of Delaware? When the insidious 
poison of false money aad a vicious currency 
was proposed, and I stood in uncompromis- 
ing attitude, de manding **honest dollars - 
hone st men,’ did I not echo the voice of De 
aware? And when I pleaded foran indissoluble 
Unien ‘of indestructible and coequal States 
did 1 not speak in the voice of Delaware? And 
when I shall prove faithless to such things — 
whenthe welfare and the happiness of the 
whole country and of every State shall : 
shrunk into a narrow and fatal devotion to the 
inte a section or of a policy of animosi- 
ties Which mustdestroy the spiritof American 
union and nationalitv—then I] shall no longer 
be worthy of vour contidence nora true rep- 
icsentative of the state of Delaware 

WANTED, A STRONG GOVERNMENT. 

I have an ambition to confess to vou. 
to possess the unsuspecting contidence 
people of Delaware and to retain it. 
to make our Government strong, and the best 
way is to make it wise, honest and just, that it 
shall be lovedin the North and the South, in 
the East and inthe West, with ‘‘that perfect 
love that casteth out fear.’’ I cannot forbear. 
atthe risk of prolonging unduly these re- 
marks, to join with vou in joyful gratulation 
upon the recovery of contidence in all 
the groups and circles of 
dependent industries in our country. ‘To 
join with youin grateful acknowledgmeet of 
the bounty and favor of Providence in so 
blessing our ‘*basket and store,’’ when He 
has seen tit to drownin floods the crops in the 
British Islands and in large portions of Eu- 
rope.

A Prosperous Cotton County in Missouri. 
Speci:l Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
CLARKTON, DUNKLIN Co. MO., Nov. ?.— 
Ihunklin county is a great county, so people 
here tell me. In the value of its exports it 
stands fifth in the State. The value of its cot- 
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| ton exports this vear, it is thought, will reach 


the grandsum of $700,000, and I think this 
estimate is very nearly correct. Tne corn and 
cotton crops, in proportion to the number of 
actual cultivation, are really im- 
and those adjoining, 
suffered greatly during the war from the in- 
cursions of Union and Confederate soldiers, 
and acquired the reputation of being the home 
of guerrillas and bushwhackers;and the repu- 
tationthen obtained has not even yet been 
wholly changed. Immigration and capital do 
not seem to take kindly to 
her, owing partiv to this 
fact, and partly to the fact that her own citi- 
zens do not take suflicient interest in making 
known her true condition. Large, valuable 
and uncultivated tracts of land can be bought 
ut merely nominal prices, 
but neither public interest nor 
private enterprise seek ina proper way to 
make the fact known. I have traveled over 
much of the country, and know from observa- 
tion that nowhere inthe State can finer or 
cheaper lands be found, and yet the opinion 
is entertained that Dunklin county is a 
swamp, untit for the purposes of agriculture 
or the habitation of civilized man. Occasion- 
ally ahardy, venturesome business agent vis- 
its this place, transacts his business in the 
shortest time possible, and leaves, surfeited 
with corn-bread and bacon. And so the 
remvivs a soyt of terra incognita, and 
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so it will remaintill the people wake wip td 
the knowlecge that newspapers arethe only 
sure and certain means of communicating 
with the outer world, and that adv ertising 
their lands is the only certain way to induce 
immigration and local wealth. No one need 
besitate to come who is disposed..to obey the 
laws and knows enough to doit, and a man 
who minds his own business is as_ kindly 
and considefately treated as elsewhere 
in the State. The laws are 
rigorously enforced aid life and property are 
secure. The county is vigorously Democratic, 
and. Lam inclined to think, always will be. 
Satutday isa great day here. The streets 
are lined with wagons and the sidewalks with 
cetton. The stores and saloons—the saloons 
particularly—are filled with people. Whisky 
—and such whisky—plays an important part 
in the closing transactions of the day and 
week. Drunkenness on such an occasion 
seems to be looked upon as an innocent di- 
version, and of course itis Democratic. Ilbe- 
lieve that Dunklin county will, at -no distant 
day, become one of the most desirable, in 
everv.way, tobe found in the State. Already 
the tide of financial prosperity now sweeping 
over the country is set here, and the more in- 
telligent portion of the community are dis- 
cussing railroad and plank road projects and 
taking | steps to bringtheir unoccupied lands 
into the market—the evidence of which I soon 
hope to see by liberal advertisements in the 
Post-DISPATCH.

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BUILDING A RAILROAD. 
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Col. Stephens Talks About the Road 
From Tipton to Versailles.

A County Court and a People Who Do Not 
x Dwell Together in Unity.

Construction to Be Begun in Ten Days, the Iron 
to Be the First Work of the Vulcan. 


Recently there has been considerable stir in 
vailroad enterprise in Central Missouri, iron 
antennx have been pushed ia every direction, 
old lines have been recreated and new lines 
have been projected. 

The number of little towns now off of the 
railroads —Versailles, Warsaw, Tuscumbia, 
Hermitage, Cele Camp and others—will all 
benefit by the new energy which better times 
and plenty of money are giving to the country. 

The main cross road ine this im- 
mediate section is in operation 
between the “‘vine-clad’’ town of Boonville 
and Tipton, in Moniteau county, on the Mis- 
souri Pacific. The road is some twenty miles 
long and has now been in operation for severa! 
years. It is the co@—pleted portion of the Osage 
Valley and Southern Kansas Railroad, and is 
almost wholly the property of Col. J. L. 
Stephens, of Boonville. It has been leased to 
the Missouri Pacific Road, and some idea of 
the wealth of Cooper county may be formed 
by the statements that on this small line of 
road 4°0 car loads of freight have been sent 
East. 

Col. Stephens was met yesterday by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter and interrogated as to 
what was doing on theO. V. & 8. K. road. 

‘‘Tam down in St. Louis now,’’ said the 
Colonel, ‘ton business connected with the 
extension. You know we propose buildin 
the road on from Tipton to Versailles.’’ 

‘*You get the benetit of the old bonds issued 
by Morgan county, do you not?’’ 

‘*In a measure, yes. You see there 
are $50,000 of unissued bonds 
authorized by the County Court 
which are stiilin the Treasurer’s hand. Now 
the offer made tothe county by the Pacitie 
Road was that if the Court gave this thirty 
thousand dollars and the road bed, the Pacific 
would tie and iron the road. The County 
Court of Morgan are especially hostile to the 
road. Why? I am sure that I cannot tell, Dut 
in deference to the popular will they made 
the necessary orders, but with some restric- 
tions on time as to indicate their hostility. 

**Tbhe Missouri Pacific drew out of the 
rangement and the whole matter fell through 
and I renewed the offer on my own responsi-

‘‘How soon will you start the construc- 
tron? 

There are 
parties now making arrangements to se- 
cure me the right of way, and lam expecting 
to hear from them to-morrow. My action or 
Inaction depe nds partly on them and partly 
on parties here. 

**Where will yon buv vour iron?’

**Versailles is at present vour only objective 
point.

‘I suppose it willturn up the valley and 
nal west, after connecting with several of 
those towns near the river. 

‘*Do youthink the country 
these roads??? _ : 

‘It isa tine agricultural and mineral country, 
andthe wealth of the timber has never been 

tapped. I think that when the center of the 
State ix developed, it will prove itself the 
most wealth-producing in Missouri. ’’ 

ici diabsiiddanieinaanel 
Abd-El-Kader. 
[From the New York Herald. ] 

The cable announces the death, at Damas- 
cus,of Abd-el-Kader,the famous Arab sheikh, 
avhose life history presents to a great extent 
the historv of the French conquests in Al- 

reria. Ife was born abdut 1807. His father, 
Kidi el Madiden,was a marabout (Arab seer), 
and claimed descent from the prophet. Be- 
‘ttweenthe Turks and the Arabs, previous to 
the French expedition, the. state of warfare 
has been chronic. Abd-el-Kader, threat- 
ened with death by the Dey, made 
his escape and.made _ the pilgrimage to 
Mecca. During his absence the French had 
invaded Alveria and destroyed the Turkish 
power; The moment was considered fayora- 
ble to strike a blow for Arab independence, 
and the marabout Sidi el Madiden got up a 
semi-religilous War in which Arab fanaticism 
and predatory habits found abundant enjoy- 
ment. They were partially successful, and the 
Sidi was made king, but resigned his authori- 
ty to his son. A holy war was preached, and 
soon tbe Arab tribés fell on the French troops 
and military colonists in the province of Oran. 

In 1833 the war was resumed, and Abd-el- 
Kader was beaten in several engaige- 
ments. But the Arab combination was 
so powerful that he won the respect of France, 
and a treaty was made by which the sover- 
eignty of a large tract of country Was assigned 
to him, with the river Chief as a voundary 
and Mascara as a capital. His own emirs re- 
volting against him, he obtained the assis- 
tance of the French commandants and re- 
duced his rebellious subjects, but only to re- 
commence hostilities with France. He wona 
battle from Gen. Frizel on the Martain IS}, 
asuccess which confirmed his power and 
obliged the French Government te make ex- 
traordinary efforts. The Duke of Orleans and 
Marshal Ciauzel were sent out from France. 
By fomenting jealousy between the rivat 
chiefs Abd-el-Kader’s power was weakened, 
and the French were able to advance on Mas- 
cara, Which bad been evacuated and which 
they destroved. a loss of his capital did 
not, however. press the indefatigable 
chieftain. L o thy t e redoubtable Schamyl, 
the hero of the Caucasus, bis courage was 
indoniutable, his fuith immense, andthe re- 
sources of bis mind inexhaustible. Abd-el- 
Kader obtained new treaties of peace in 
1837, and endeavored to strenathen himself 
and consolidate his power. Fresh intrigues 

France, and the restlessness of his own 
wild followers, led to new and repeated in- 
surrections, vntil at vp General oon 
ward Marsha)F lin 
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warfare, imwhich waste and rapine, fire and 
sword, werethe distinguishing characterist- 
ics, the extirpation of the so-ealled rebellious 
trives being the object aimed at. The indig- 
nation of Europe was raised by the accounts 
of cruel razzias, with all the horrors of an ex- 
terminating warfare, that every now and then 
came from Algeria. At last, in 1842, the 
gallant Due d’Aumale carried the Emir’s 
Smala by assault and compelled Abd-el-Kader 
to fly for his life into the territory 
of Morocco. Abd-el-Raham, 

ish Emperor, received him. 

a dangerous guest, and he temp 

Moer into a war with the French, which was 
short and decisive. The battie of Isly brought 
the Moors to terms and Abd-el-Kader was 
agein a fueftive. Stirring up revolt in Mo- 
rocco itself, he beat the Moors in two battles. 
and sought to seize the throne of Morocco. 
The power against bim was too strong, how- 
ever. Three years of renewed ra azzia and 
slaughter and Abd-el-Kader, deserted by his 
friends and bereft of everything but his honor 
and his great heart,. surrendered to Gen. L«- 
moriciere on the promise of the General to 
send him to Syria. He was,Jhowever, trans- 
ported to France, and detained until the 
proclamation of the Empire in 1852. He visit- 
ed Paris in great splendor, was well recived 
and resided for years at Damascus, where 
he defended the Maronites ayainst the Drus- 
es Iie had three wives and eleven children. 

Asa partisan chief his power was very great; 

as a Jeader of regular troops he prob ubly 
weuld be less eminent. Having surrendered 
himseifto France on a pledge of personal 
liberty, the pledge was broken bv the govern- 
ment ¢f Louis Philippe. and the son of the 
desert Was retained incaptivity many years. 
Louis Napoleon, however, generously gave 
him his liberty, and after reeeiving him at the 
court of Paris and expressing his personal 
sentiments he was permitted to retire—at first 
to Broussaand afterward to Damascus, in 
Asia Minor, where he has siuce resided and 
where, anter long years, be has died.

Bes THE ‘CENSUS 


“low the Work Will be Conducted—The Cost 
and the Result Hoped For. 


[From the New York Tribune. | 

It is expected within «a few days the Sec- 
retary of the Interior will “announce the su- 
pervisors’ districts for the purposes of the cen- 
sus of 1880. The United States will be divid- 
cd into about 150 districts, each of which will 
be divided by the supervisor in charge of it 
into appropriate enumeration districts, sub- 
ject tothe approval of the Department at 
Washingten, and fit persons will be chosen 
for enumerators. The supervisors 
themselves cannot be appointed before 
the assembling of Congress in  De- 
cember, as the nominations have to be regu- 
lariv contirmed by the Senate. As the new 
census is expected to change materially the 
representation in Congress, giving a larger 

roportion of members to the West, Which 
co grown in population during the past de- 
cade: and as the statistics to be obtained for 
the first time under the present scheme will 
be. an important factor in decidifg such 

vestions as the fisheries dispute w ith Cana- 
‘da. the methods employed and the results 
anticipated are matters of much interest to 
the public. : 

General Francis A. Walker, the Superin- 
_ftendent of the Census, recently gave a ‘Trib- 
une reporter an account of the arrangements 
he bas made for taking the census, Ile said: 
**We expect to complete the work withm the 
single month of June, 1880, and snall employ 
about 20,000 persons to doit. There will be 
1iwo distinet departments of the census: First, 
the enumeration proper, which includes the 
count of the population, with the ordinary 
social and vital statistics. Originally the cen- 
sus was only for the purpose of determining 
political representation, and each household 
Was reported us a unit, with its 
members roughly classitied, not even 
names and ages being taken; but the law of 
Ifs0 gavea wider scope to the work, and 
called for the name, age, sex, color, place of 
birth, occupation, ability to read and write, 
and so forth, of each person. These consti- 
tute the main labor ofthe census, and its 
moet valuable results. In other countries. 
where popular representation is not involved, 
these form the only purpose of a census. This 
was the first country to institute a periodical 
census, beginning in 1700; England following 
in 1s01. 

**Is it not unusual to do this 
short ‘ihe 


work in so 
atime as one month? 

“Yes. Andinthe large cities it 
done in two weeks, thus reducing the 

arising from omission or duplication. IHere- 
tofore, while the enumeration has had refer- 
ence to a single day, namely, the tirst of June 
of every tenth year, it has been extended over 
a period of five months or longer. The con- 

sequence has been that, through their moving 

about,miany persons have been counted twice, 

‘hile others have not been counted at all. 
The annual migrations during the last twenty 
vears, from North to South and from Kast to 
West. have beef a source of con- 
siderable error. So also has the habit 
of going intothe country im the summer. 
Places that in December contain 200 or 30) in- 
habitants may in August have many thou- 
sands. But, at best, itis next to impossible 
entirely to avoid duplication. The place 
Where aman belongs is one of the most difti- 
cult items the enumerators have to deal with. 
The census machinery is not fitted to do work 
requiring nice discrimin ation. Where the 
Work is spread over so lony a time as tive 
months, the most complete arrangements 
would fail to prevent error, When so many op- 

sortunities are offered by the rapidly increas- 

ing summer migration. Inthe summer peo- 
ple leave. the South by hundreds of 
thousands, while cities all over =the 
country are at that season very inidejuately 
represented, The increase in age between 
June landthe time the enumerator coms 
vessctdel is theoretically unimportant, as none 
are taken who are born after the Ist: but the 
law of 1870 required the date of birth to be 
taken, and elimimated even that error, which, 
in the aggregate, amounted to many thou- 
sands, and constituted a distinct blemish, in 
making comperisons with other censuses er- 
roneous. The rapid count also eliminates 
errors from deaths as well as births after the 
day from whichthe census dates. 
. **On what plan are the enumerating dis- 
tricts determined?’ 

**That is anothergistinctive feature of im- 
portance in the present census. These dis- 
tricts are to be formed by the De partment of 
the Interior, with reference to the exivencies 
of the enumeration. In 185) the districts were 
the same as the judicial districts, which had 
no reference to facility for ounting the popu- 
lation. For instance, in 1870 one district con- 
tained 6,000 inhabitants, and anotber 2.500, 
000, Now, also, for the first time. the super- 
Visiny oflicers are to be selected with special 
reference to their fitpess for the work. For- 
mierly the United States Marshals performed 
that duty, although appointed for altogether 
different purposes. 

“Are the supervisors to be paid as experts’ 

**They are to receive 300 each in full for 
services and expenses. Allowance for clerk 
bire may be made at the discretion ofthe De 
partment at Washington?’ 

**What will the enumerators receive 

** Their compensation will be tixed ‘a the 
Department according to circumstances, In 
ISU it Was sought to “dete ‘rnine the compen- 
sation of canvassers by a single tixed rule.de- 
rivéd by a complicated mathematical formula 
from the population and area of the distric t, 
without reference to the character of the 
country. This worked unjustly, ani 
some men made S10 it day as 

easily as others made or &, 
and the quality of the work varied in conse- 
quence. The enumerators, after accepting 
their appointments, will be subje ct to penalty 
if they withdraw, the work being of the high- 
est political importance. The law of. 1879 re- 
quires them to be appointed without reference 
to party. Under the present plan there will 
be eleven supervisors’ districts in New York. 
ten in Pennsylvania, and the remainder wil! 
be divided among the other States according 
to the necessities of the service. 

‘*The other general department of the 
work embraces the collection of the statistics 
of manufacturers, agric ulture, mining, tishing yg 
interests, and soc in? statistics, such «as tuxa- 
tion, Wealth, public inde ‘btectness, libraries, 
churches, schools, newspapers, paupers and 
crimes, insanity and sOoforth. These do not 
strictly pertain to a ce Hstis,and in other coun- 
tries are obtained through different ugencies, 
But with us they have 
required since In, The 
Isv9)— enlarged the scope still 
more, and included the operations of rai!- 
roads, tire and life insurance, telegraph and 

Xpress companies and other institutions. It 
also vrovided for the employment of experts 
in these different departments—a provision of 
the utmost importance, which cannot fail to 
secure results of far greater completeness and 
accuracy than heretofore. Grossly inadeyuate 
and inaccurate statistic *, sometimes utterly 
fallacious and misleadiny » have often charac- 
derized the results of the past.’ 

**When will these experts be appointed?” 

**Under the authority given the census of - 
ficers many have already been appointed, and 
others will be named.in time for the work. 
A number of persons are already in the tield 
obtaining statistics of gold, silver, iron and 
copper mining. Others are working along 
the shores of the great lakes, obtaining sta- 
tistics of lisheries and the fishing population. 
Othermare obtaining statistics of steam and 
eer yower, and manufacturing machinery. 
s inv ailiosters have been Xt work on 

Rpecial i Statistics of cities and penal and 
eteesters institutions, Still others are 
occupied with the facts concerning 
the cultivation of cereals, Building stones 
and the quarrying industy will form the sub- 
ject of separate investigation by one of the 
most eminent geologists of the country, while 
Ahe statistics oi tree covering,forest wealth and 
the timber industry will be collected by an ex- 
perk equally eminent in his own field. The 
report on the cultivation of cotton will include 
iovent igations made on his own account by a 
specialist who has devoted years to that sub- 
ect, and the report will be the standard au- 
thority for the world.’ 

**Will your report on ‘the fisheries havea 
bearing on the international questions now 
pending?’ 

**Very decidedly; had we had them before, 
‘the country would have been saved from one 
to two millions of the money paid to Great 
Britain. The American fisheries, instead of 
being less valuable than those of Canada, will 
prove to be much more valuable.” 

“*Will the cost of so elaborate a collection of 
statistics be much greater than the previous 
eensuses?’’ 

**Theé limit fixed by law is $3,000,000, while 
the last census cost $3,500,000, but a great sav-

The St. Louis Police Poor Relief System 
Its Origin and Development. 


——— —— 


Interesting Data of Distress and Poverty 
—What the Police Have Accom- 
plished From the Inception 
of the Fund. 


As winter approaches the plaint of poverty 
is beard on every hand, and the question of 
relief becomes necessary and must be taken 
up, and not only discussed and agitated bat 
acted upon. In all great cities there exists of 
poverty and pauperism a certain degree, and 

Louis is no freer from that curse or muis- 
foitune than any other city of like population. 
It is. in one light. an evil that cannot be sup- 
pressed; in another, *, misfortune 
that, for humanity’s~~ sake, must 
be alleviated. the summer 
montis it is ‘cat account, 


but with the advent of winter i? presence 


made felt. 

"Many methods are devised by which 
poor may be suceored, 

all those are deserving of sup- 
port. Religious denominations create 
societies, and there are many benevolent or- 
ranizations that strike out boldly in this di- 
rection and do aworld of good, but among 
the many systems of relief none are better 
than the one adopted by the police of St. 
Louis. 

Inthis city the poor fund system 
nearest perfection of anyin the world. Itis 
directed and supervised by the Police De- 
partment, and the showing of that body in 
this direction is deserving of creat praise. Al- 
ways ready to lend a patient ear to all appeals 
and always ready to succor all deserving of 
succor, the system can be patterned after and 
equaled, but never excelled. Throughout 
Capt. dames MeDonough’s long service as 
Chief of Police, none of his official acts are so 
deserving of praise as the creation of the 
Police Poor Fund. He and Sergeant John C. 
Chapman, his present secretary, conceived the 
plan and put it into operation back in the winter 

of is70 and Is71. Prior to that time the poor 
were compelled to solicit alms from door to 
door or trust to the charitable religious asso- 
ciations, formed principally to Jook after the 
welfare of their distressed brethren, and the 
poor of other sects fared right badly at their 
hands. But at the date above mentioned the 
idlea was conceived of establishing a police 
poor fund that would be a credit to the city 
and beneficial to the deserving destitute. 

The idea at first was crude, to be sure, but 
it wes improved from time totime until now 
it can not be surpassed and challenges general 
admiration. At the time of the new departure 
police headquarters were down on Chestnut 
street, and aroom was set off for the receiving 
of donations. In those days charity balls were 
unthought of. Calls were made through the 
papers of that day to citizens for assistance in 
carrying onthe noble work, and three men 
were detailed to visit the private residences 
and solicit aidinthe shape of clothing and 
provisions forthe poor. ‘The new pian work- 
cdnicely andastbe name ofeach and every 
donator was published the contributions to the 
common fund were numerous. In some in- 
stances netes would be received requesting the 
commissary wagonto eall ata certain num- 
ber ona certain street and no name would be 
attached. This method meant that the donors 
Wished to remain unknown and give their 
mites in seerct,and the Department respected 
that wish, Acall wouldbe made andthe 
wagon loaded down with substantial pro- 
visions and = articles of wearing apparel. 
Ausin a flowery note would be received 
that Mr. So and sSo,of such and such a 
street and number, wes desirous of alleviating 
the woes of suffering humanity and extending 
an invitationtothe wagontecall. The letter 
would appear in print and the author would 
be tenmed acrent-hearted man. The delivers 
wagon would be sent around and the supplies 
round in most instances consisted of a few old 
greasy hats and Walking sticks, with an ocea- 
sional linen duster ortwo. At intervals sub- 
stantial money centributions would be receiy- 
ed by check or draft.
